WITH the close of the holidays the communal season is resumed. 
If the community has to look back upon a busy 
vear, if has a no less busy period to look forward to. 
In the sphere of legislation it has still to watch the 
progress of the Shops Bill, the Insurance Bill, the Aliens Bills, and the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill. It has yet to be determined whether this 
big crop shall be duly reaped or allowed to rot in the legislative fields. 
If the more resolute policy is persevered in, the hands of the Board 
of Deputies, which just now is coming in for much criticism that its best 
friends can hardly say is entirely undeserved, will be full. It is to be hoped 
that the members will undertake the work now immediately before 
them at least with a due sense of their own responsibility and a proper 
regard for their own individual judgment. In the purely domestic 
sphere the roar of our philanthropic machinery will soon be heard in 
the land, though it is safe to assume that it will not drown the still 
small voice of appeal on behalf of institutions that are in need. One 
or two such appeals can certainly be looked forward to, and they will 
receive the customary generous response. On the other hand. no new 
institution is on the stocks--if we except the Jewish Hospital, as to

which we would ask whether the time is not ripe for a change of 


attitude on the part of its opponents? Perhaps one of the chief 
necessities of our philanthropic life just now, however, is the great 
necessity of attracting fresh recruits to the willing bands who work our 
charities.

They can be 
found —in the East Ind, let us not forget, as well as in the West or 
the North. The coming season may well be signalised by a resolute 
effort to tackle once for all this important and urgent problem.

Dr. ADLER’S own expression — a strong personality,” who will appeal 
to all sections, and put a new spirit and vitality into the religious life 
of the community. In short, we must have a leader and a leader 
whom all will willingly obey. The third question that arises is, where 
such a man is to be sought and found’? When Dr. ADLER died, the 
desire was general that his successor should either be of Inglish birth, or 
should have been identified with our communal life. If that desire was 
to be gratified, it was obvious that to only one person in this country 
could be attributed the necessary qualifications, or anything near to them. 
But, questions of health rendering that choice impossible, the community 
must not hesitate to seek abroad its spiritual chief. The necessity may 
be unwelcome, and the causes which created it may well deserve 
most anxious consideration. At the present moment we can only deal 
with facts and realities, and these point to a selection abroad, probably, 
in some foreign country. The final question that arises is one that is 
often mooted. Should not ecclesiastical re-organisation be concurrent 
with, or prior to, the election of a Chief Rabbi ? 


Upon that point, too, we think there is little ground for argument, 
In the first place, anything like efficient reorganisation of our spiritual 
forces under present conditions without the commanding personality 
we look for in the future Chief Rabbi to guide us, would, mean defer- 
ring the appointment of Dr. Adler's successor to the Greek lWalends, 
and in the meantime driving fissures of permanent schism through a 
community which does not now give evidence of an undue amount of 
cohesiveness. The new Chief Rabbi is to be the head of the 
future organisation, he is to guide it and utilise it to its utmost 
capacity as an instrument of communal well-being. It would be unwise 
to present him with this organisation, ready-made. Common fairness 
and common sense alike demand that he should have a voice in the 
fashioning of the instrument which he is to wield, and for the 
successful working of which there will be critics enough to hold him 
responsible hereafter. Religiously, the community to-day 1s sick, and 
the new CHIEF RABBI is called in to prescribe. It would be idle and 
childish to present him with the prescription, which, at all events, he 
should have some considerable share in writing since for the effect of 
its application he will be either praised or blamed, These, then, are the 
principal lines of action which necessity and the logic of fact obviously lay 
down. We have no doubt that they will be followed. If we mention them 
it is but to clear the air and to prepare the way for action which we all 
hope will now be not much longer delayed. The leaders of the com 
munity we have no doubt are fully seized with the cogency of the 
considerations we have set out. It is for the community generally to 
understand and appreciate them. |

them acommunal tradition. Renovations were needed 
to the synagogue building——a structure, by-the-bye, 
much resembling its” internal architectural 
features the doomed New Synagogue——and in July last a resolution of 
the seatholders was taken that a tax for the purpose should be levied 
on members, whereby in three years the amount necessary would be 
sathered in. During the Neilah service on Yom Kippur the venerable 
Minister of the congregation made an impassioned appeal to his 
hearers to subscribe the money required, voluntarily and at once, 
so that the work might proceed without delay, and the alternatives 
of allowing the synagogue to remain in disrepair or being in debt to 
the builders should be avoided. We seldom remember. to have heard 
a sermon more replete with beautiful pathos, more powerful as an 
appeal to religious duty, more expressive of a strong, abiding personal 
tie betwixt preacher and congregation. We print the sermon in full, 
not alone as a‘ record of, a great pulpit achievement, but as a 
human document, the eloquence of which in’ more than 
one sentence reaches a high plane of oratory. 


\ member of the synagogue undertook the task, and so well did 
he do his work, and so enthusiastically did others respond to the 
commanding plea made by the Rev. G. J. EMANUEL that upwards 
of £1,600 has already been subscribed and the resolution of July 
last instituting a synagogue levy has been rescinded. This is 
certainly a remarkable imeident which~ reflects. the utmost 
credit on all econcerned—on Mr. MINDELSOHN, who took up 
the collection, on the members who subscribed, and by no means 
least on the Minister to whom it must be.a peculiar satisfaction 
to know that after half a century's service his influence with his 
congregants is undimned, and their desire to mamifest their respectful 
love for him is unabated. But the congregational spirit of Birminghain 
has always been excellent.

In 
this way it stands unchallenged as a pattern of what a provineial con- 
sregation should. be, and it has founded a tradition whieh it is not 
surprising 1f loses no opportunity of showing it knows well how to live 
IN common with all the community and his colleagues on London's 
chief municipal body, we regret the illness which 
Mr. N.L. Cohen has rendered necessary the resignation by Mr. 
and the L.C.C. w COHEN of his seat on the London County 
Council. The abiltty and. assiduity which Mr. 
COHEN brought to bear upon his work on the Couneil—imore especially 
as a member of the Finance Committee-—-were generously testified to 
last Tuesday by both the leader of the Progressive Party (Sir JOHN 
BENN) and the acting leader of the Municipal Reformers (Sir GEORGE 
GoOLDIE). Mr. COHEN was a loyal and active member of his own party, 
hut the kindly expressions which fell from his opponents are a notable 
tribute to the gentality of his character, that no amount of party cut 
and thrust ever kept long in the background. 


As Jews, we have noticed with particular pleasure the readiness and 
eagerness with which Mr. COHEN defended on the Council any Jewish 
interests which he believed to be assailed—the difficulty which arose in 
the case of the Jews’ Free School was an excellent instance in point 
though in his zeal for his coreligionists, of course, he only followed the 
high traditions of his family. Mr. COHEN, it may be added, carried out 
in his municipal activity, what may be regarded As a family tradition, 
for two of his brothers—Sir BENJAMIN and Mr. ALFRED COHEN—-served 
with distinction at Spring Gardens. Sir BENJAMIN, we believe, 
occupied, at one time, the post of Chairman of the Finance Committee 

a responsible position second in importance only to the leadership 
of the Council itself. We trust that. Mr. N. lL. CoHEen will soon 
be restored to his normal health, and that a considerable period of 
further good public service may yet lie before him. 


THE new departure inaugurated by the Board of the Federa. 
tion of Synagogues in making personal inquiries 
as to the qualifications of the applicants for 
the post of Chief Minister in the towns where 
those candidates are at present ministering is one of very considerable 
interest and value... It must-be very difficult to appraise the true value 
of a candidate on the strength of a flying visit to this country, when 
he will necessarily and naturally strive to be at his best. On the other 
hand, the fact that a man is on his trial, so to speak, may, if he is 
blessed—or cursed—with a nervous temperament, lead him to come 
very much below the highest of which he is capable. The truest test 
of a candidate’s value is to be found in his own town and among his 
own people, just as the only reliable estimate of a man’s character is 


to be obtained from those who have to live, to work, and to endure 
with him. | 


The Federation 
of Synagogues. 


In the case of the Federation’s action, the additional object: is gained, 
of course, of sparing applicants who have no chance, the expense ani 
trouble of a visit to England. Whether the precedent set by the 
Federation could be extensively followed in the filling of other 
ministerial posts in London and the Provinces is a matter worth con- 
sidering. One could undoubtedly obtain a fuller estimate of the 
character--we use the word in its widest sense—of a Minister by 
seeing him engaged at his present work, than by merely listening to a 
sermon from him in the pulpit which he aspires to fill. But one has 
to beware of crude methods of inquiry which may give the mission of 
investigation a very undesirable appearance , while we could also COn- 
ceive of little congregations, whose opinions concerning their Minister 
might not always be just—or worth taking. 


THOSE who are concerned and rightly so, at the falling off in 
Synagogue attendance among our Community, 
might do well to turn their attention to a debate 
which took place last week at the Assembly of the 
Congregational Union at Nottingham. Allowing 
for differences, essentially the same laments which are heard in ow 
midst were raised by the Congregationalist, Sin J. COMPTON RICKETT, 
M.P., who declared that they were justified in assuming that the member- 
ship in the evangelical churches tended to fall, and in’ suspecting 
strongly that an accurate census of church attendance would prove 
equally unsatisfactory. The church, he pointed out, had adopted every 
expedient that business experience and ability could suggest. Her service 
had grown into a classical concert. The charm of the pulpit was 
never higher. Yet never was the result so inadequate. There is no 
doubt this experience is paralleled very largely in the Jewish Community. 
We, too, should be justified in suspecting that a census of synagogue 
attendance would prove unsatisfactory, and we, too, have heard of 
alterations in the service designed to make it more pleasant, bnt 
unsuccessful in their results. 


Jews and the 
Synagogue. 


The truth seems to be, as the Rev. R. J. CAMPBELL took oceasion to 
point out, that the tendency away from the house of worship is not 
contined to one religion or to one country. — ‘It is, said Mr. CAMPBELL, 
“the experience of all churches.” — [t 1s curtous, indeed, how far the 
parallel between the experience of the Church and the Synagogue 
extends. Mr. CAMPBELL, for instance, remarked that he did not 
observe that churches with more liberal complexion attracted larger 
congregations than others, or that liberal teachers were more sure of 2 
better hearing than the so-called orthodox. Substitute synagogues ” 
for ‘churches, and we get an exact account of what has occurred in 
our owncommunity. If that be the case-—if churches and chapels fee! 
the same religious trouble as the synagogue—why should Jews seek a 
remedy for their troubles by giving a churchy appearance to the syna- 
sogue service? If such things are futile among Christian communions, 
why should they become effective when transferred to the tloor of the 


synagogue? The fact is that all religions are suffering from common 


causes, to some of which Mr. CAMPBELL referred. Mr. CAMPBEL! 
advised his hearers to wait till the inevitable spiritual re-action arrives. 
The question is whether Jews might not, so far as they are concerned, 
hasten that reaction by fixing their creed, firmer than has been the 
wont in modern times, on its true ancient nationalist basis. After all. 
Judaism in such a case would only be — finding itself’ again, so to 
speak, without in the least retrogressing from the unique position 1t 
occupies among the religions of the world. Where else is one to look 
for hope ? | 


A CORRESPONDENCE has been proceeding recently in our columns 
on the question of the treatment of subject races. 
We donot think there is room for doubt as to what 
the Jewish position should be on such a question, 
We ought to stand everywhere for fair and just 
treatment of the weaker peoples; and it is a matter for surprise and 
regret that in the handling of Kaflirs and Indians, individual Jews in 
South Africa should show less than the proper minimum of fairness and 
wisdom. An attempt has been made by one correspondent to defend 
the treatment of the Indians in South Africa. Never was a more 
flimsy case constructed in support of a palpable wrong. To attempt to 
justify the treatment of the Indians on the ground that it is impossible

-to compete in business with men of the © primitive habits”’ of living of 


the Indians is to borrow one of the most familiar weapons of the anti- 
alien in England and the anti-Semites on the Continent: and Jews 
who use such weapons against other races must not complain if they 
are turned against themselves. We would only say two things further. 
The first is that the safety of a weak people like the Jews must 
depend, in the long run, on the spread of the principle of respect on the 
part of the strong for the less strong nations. The second is that 
Jews——the historic victims of racial prejudice—should be the last to 
help to perpetuate such a sentiment. One of our correspondents 
wonders whether his antagonist has ever thought what would be the 
feeling of the white population in South Africa towards the Jews if 
they threw in their lot with the Indians. Our answer to that is 
simple. They should refrain from injustice to their fellow-inhabitants, 
whatever feelings they may excite in intolerant men. In the long run

PROPERTY WITHDRAWN AT £101,000. 


On Wednesday afternoon, at the Mart, Tokenhouse Yard, Sir David Burnett, 
of Messrs. Edwin Fox, Bousfield, Burnetts and Baddeley, offered for sale by 
auction the site of the New Synagogue, Great St. Helens, amounting to about 
12,700 square feet. 

The auctioneer, in a few brief introductory remarks, emphasised the 
importance and central position of the site. Bidding was started at £50,000 and 
advanced by bids of £10,000 to £70,000, then by bids of £5,000 to £100,000. The 
only other bid was £101,000. The auctioneer then announced that he was 
authorised by the vendors to bid £110,000, The property was accordingly with- 
drawn and will presumably now be offered for sale by private treaty.

‘Sir JOHN BENN, on behalf of the Progressive Party, desired to add a word of 
appreciation to what had already been said. The Council would greatly miss 
Mr. Cohen’s genial presence and ingenuous personality. Mr. Cohen was really 
the last of three brothers, all of whom had rendered distinct service to the 
Council—-men distinguished for good nature and good work. (Cheers.) 

Sir GEORGE GOLDIE remarked, that as Chairman of the Finance (om- 
mittee, he endorsed the words of Mr. Sankey and Sir John Benn. He referred to 
the very remarkable work Mr. Cohen had done on the Finance Committee, where 
his opinion was greatly valued. ** His intimate knowledge of finance,” added Sir 
George Goldie, ‘was of the very greatest assistance to us in our labours.”

Dr. Hochman and Jewish Reformers. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SiR,—In his powerful sermon, printed in your last issue, the Rev. Dr, 
Hochman says of “the Jewish Reformers of the nineteenth century” that 
they sought to wipe out the national phraseology of our Prayer Book, and 
to substitute one of universalistic expression, transforming our Jewish national 
prayers into colourless, individual prayers.” However true this statement 
may be as a characterisation of German reform, it does not apply in the 
smallest degree to my synagogue, as its Prayer Book amply proves. My 
congregation pray as a section of the House of Israel, and offer, with ortho- 
doxy, supplications for Zion. Our participation in Jewish public worship,” 
Dr. Hochman continues. “is our confession of faith in the Jewish people, as 
well as in God,” and he adds that what he objects to in reform‘is the denial 
of this “nationalism.” My “Judaism as Creed and Life’ may, however, 
be fairly regarded as an exposition of Berkeley Street Judaism, and at the 
beginning of Chapter x., Book II., of that work, I have written as follows: 
The service of the synagogue is something more than an expression of the 
needs and emotions of the worshippers: it is an expression of the joys and 
sorrows, a proclamation of the hopes and ideals of Israel.*- Tt would surely 
have been well, in the interests of accuracy, if ny friend Dr. Hochman had 
plainly said that he excepted my synagogue from the charge which he brings 
against nineteenth century reform. 

In a letter to me, of which he allows me to make public use, Dr. Hoch- 
man adits that what I have stated concerning the ideas and practice of my 
synagogue “ places it outside of the Reform Movement,” in regard, that is to 
say, to this particular question. But as my efforts to induce him to make this 
adimission in your columns have failed, I feel bound, in justice to my congre- 
gation, to send you this letter.

THE RUSSIAN PREMIER'S FIRST ACTS 
TOWARDS JEWS. 


The Court Doubts Jewish Loyalty. 


(From our Correspondent. 


Writing immediately after M. Kokovtzeff’s appointment, I ventured to express 
the belief that the new Premier would render impossible such displays of police 
energy as the exile of thirty-five per cent. of the Jewish population from Vladi- 
vostock to the detriment of the Far Eastern trade. This, indeed, appears to have 
been the first concern of the Premier. During the interregnum (preceding the 
official appointment of M. Makaroff) in the Ministry of the Interior, M. Kokovtzeff 
prepared a circular to the Siberian authorities, instructing them to leave undis- 
turbed all Jews who had resided in Siberia before 9th December, 1909, This 
concession reminds us once more of the early days of M. Stolypin’s rule, when he, 
too, issued the famous circular on the right of domicile of Jews living outside the 
Pale. The meaning of both circulars is clear and is analogous to the policy of 
the Alien Immigration legislators in the Western countries, who assert that the 
Jews already on the spot must be tolerated, though it is ‘really impossible ” 
to allow a farther influx of them. The date (9th December) quoted in M. 
Kokovtzeff’s document is of no special significance. It merely recalls the day 
when the Senate had the same question of the domicile of Siberian Jews 
under consideration, and it suggests that the Premier, in expectation of Real 
Russian attacks, seeks for a shelter behind the thick walls of the Senate. 
Equally insignificant is the number of Jews who have ventured to go to Siberia since 
1909, and the last batches of these “illegal” settlers (consisting mainly of some 


forty families in Nicolaievsk and of a few dozen Jews scattered in the Amur 


district) will soon have to return to the Pale in accordance with the expulsion 
orders served on them sometime ago. It is noteworthy, however, that the 
Governor General this time yielded to the representations of the Exchange (om- 
mittee and of the Press, despatching the Vice-Governor to inquire into their 


assertions that the expulsions would cause immense financial losses, and to do all 


in his power to mitigate the evil. The circular is, therefore, a typical indication 
of M. Kokovtzetf’s future policy, which will avoid with equal determination 
crying concessions to and excessive violence against Jews. 

Last week another opportuuity offered itself of testing the Premier’s policy. 
A Jewess (Selikson) was recently permitted by M. Kasso to proceed to Tomsk to 
undergo an examination at the local university. On arrival, the Siberian 
alithorities, true to their former tactics of ignoring all orders coming from depart- 
ments outside the Ministry of the Interior, refused to allow her to stay there. 


Deputy Nekrasott wired to the Premier, and the latter cancelled. the expulsion 


order. This step was aclear hint to the police that the Premier will endeavour 
not to allow the former to put aside pro-Jewish orders emanating from more 
liberal statesmen, as they used to do in the days when M. Stolypin combined the 
offices of Premier and Minister of the Interior. 

Although the sem1-official Rossia last week denied the authenticity of all 
interviews with the Premier, asserting that the Tsar alone directs the policy of 
the Empire (a frank admission at last!), the best-informed circles in St. Peters- 
burg regard the forecast of the Tens (Paris), supposed to have been drawn up 
by a person in close touch with M. Kokovtzeff, as a correct indication of the views 
of the latter. This interview predicts a change from the Nationalist policy to a 
national one. ‘‘ The non-Russians,” it asserts, ** will get what they deserve. The 
Empire is large, and there is room init for all citizens. Let them all work, and 
they will be content. The Jewish question is the most acute and confused pro- 


_blem in Russia, The Nationalist feeling is so strong lately that a radical solticn 


of the question appears to be impossible. Public opinion would overthrow a 
Minister converting the ideals of emancipation and abolition of the Pale into 
action.” The leader of the Cadets, Deputy Professor Miliukoff, has published a 
reply to the statements contained in the interview. Writing on the general 
policy, the Professor remarks that even M. Kokovtzeff’s persistence in the old 
path will mark a new course. As regards the fears of the consequences of pro- 
Jewish legislation, the Premier is advised to remember Count Tolstoi’s saying: 
* Do not be afraid of it, and it will not appear to you so terrifying.” 


The Minister of the Interior, 


Unusual activity is in evidence in bureaucratic circles as regards the future of 
the Ministry of the Interior. The appointment of M. Makaroff as Minister does 
not appear to be a sufficient guarantee to the reactionaries of the ability of the 
hitherto all-powerful Department to hold the country in its hands and to exclude 
more liberal influences from the Court. Far-reaching schemes have, therefore, 
been drawn up with the view to procuring for M. Makaroff assistants of a type 
desirable to them, and able to put M. Kokovtzeff in the shade. The new Minister 
has now to choose three assistant Ministers, as well as a Prefect for St. Peters. 
burg (the health of the present Prefect being of a delicate nature), and the 
reactionaries insist on the inclusion of M. Tolmatcheff or M. Chvostov in the com- 
bination, in addition to Senator Trusevitch, M. Charusin and M. Bezobrazoff. 
The latter three are members of the Government and their reactionary views are 
not open to doubt, but they have no “crying” policy. General Tolmatcheff is too 
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«ojl-known to readers of this column to need an introduction. M. Chvostov is

On the occasion of the great fire at Adrianople in 1905, when nearly 
the whole Jewish quarter was destroyed, Mile. Ungar collected from her friends 
in various parts of Germany donations amounting to 12,000 francs. To her 
initiative was due the provision of meals for the poorer class of children atvall the 
i/fcanee schools in the East, and the success of- her ettorts in this direction, tirst at 
Tunis and later at Adrianople, induced the late Baroness de Hirsch to provide a 
fund to carry on the work in perpetuity.

Moise Cattaui Pasha is the well-known 
banker and head of the Jewish community. 


An Anti-Jewish Army Bill in Russia. 

| [From our Correspondent. | 
Following the official intimation that the Ministry will bring the question -of 
Jewish service in the army before the Duma, persons in touch: with the Govern- 
ment have also ascertained that a Bill is definitely being framed which will change 
the present status of the Jews in the forces. The measure is being urged by the section 
of the Court, which distrusts Jewish loyalty, and sides with the anti-Semites. It. 
bases the demands on the replies received by the Ministry of War from the com- 
manders, in answer to the questions submitted to them during M. Stolypin’s 
régime. Of these, the Commander of the Forces of the Odessa district, General 
Zarubayeff, is said to have answered favourably to the Jews, but most of the 
other replies, judging from the correspondence on the. subject in the military 
organ, the Russki Invalid, were of an anti-Semitic nature. The new Bill, we are 
assured, will take into consideration the conduct of the Jews in the Russo- 
Japanese War, as well as, to some extent, their status in other European armies, 
but itis not yet known whether it will include the extreme demand of the total 
exclusion of Jews from the army, or whether it will provide merely for the estab- 
lishment of a separate Jewish Auxiliary Corps, in accordance with a suggestion of 

the friends of the Jews, who seek to modify the Bill. 


| Persian Jewish Refugees at Bombay. | 
Seventy-four Persian Jews, comprising nineteen males, twenty-nine females 

and twenty-six children, arrived in Bombay by the s.s. “ Landola,” on the night 

of the lst September, and were by chance discovered camping on the road 
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at Ballard Pier. They were ragged and- destitute, and stated that they were 
Persian fugitives, who ran away from their country owing to the atrocities com- 
mitted on them there, that their houses had been burned down, and their families 
murdered.’ There were several orphan children among them, whose parents had 
been shot down by Versian soldiers. Two women were centined on the road, on 
landing, and were taken charge of by synipathising Jews. Eight women and 
an old blind man fainted on the road whilst they were being taken to the Police» 
Oifice. One male, unfortunately, died in the hospital on the day of his admission. 
The Commissioner of Police at once interested himself in their behalf, and gave 
them food at the Office and also provided them with shelter at the Dharamsala, 
Tardeo. The inthuential Jews of Bombay, on being informed of the circumstances, 
promised to provide the necessary sum required to send these unfortunate people 
either to Jerusalem or Bagdad, as well as pay all expenses incurred during their 
sojourn.in Bombay. Upwards of £162 was collected for this purpose in two days . 
by Mr. J. Miller, [Inspector of Police, who showed the utmost kindness to his hap-

Anti-Jewish Rioting in Russia. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 

The past weel. was again marked by several encounters between Jews aad 
Christians in Warsaw. In Tchensliva Street, a tight between the two oppos:ng 
partics’ resulted ina few combatants being wounded. In Bugai, the Jews Katz, 
Gliklich, and Lomanetz suffered severe injuries at the hands of a gang of hooligans. 
In Muranotf, Jews were attacked in the street, and Papernikott was severely 
wounded, At New-Dzika, a Jewish woman was badly injured during an encounter. 
Elsewhere, a Succah was destroyed by a cannonade of stones, and a Jewish boy 
was wounded. The police, when appealed to, arrested both Christian assailants 
and Jewish defenders. Later on they issued an official version, in which the 
Jews were described as the real offenders and disturbers of the peace. In accord- 
ance with this theory, six of the arrested Jews were imprisoned for three months, 
one Jew and one Jewess for one month; three Christians were sent to gaol for 
three months and another three for one month. 

A message from‘Osch (Turkestan) states that the native boy, whose disappear- 
ance has caused the anti-Jewish outbreak and the murder of the Jew. Lilachov, 
was found unhurt immediately after the pogrom. The rioting was due to the 
blood libel proclamations recently spread in Siberta. 


Ernst Schneider Appointed Educational Director for Lower Austria. 


‘Herr Ernst Schneider, the notorious anti-Semite, who sought to put a price 
on the heads of Jews, has been appointed Chief of the Education Department for 
Lower Austria. Schneider is the same man whom the late Dr. Lueger, anti- 
Semite pur ercellence, deemed unworthy to hold even the most unimportant post 
under the municipality of Vienna. Die ‘tel/f (the Zionist organ) regards this 
appointment as a slap in the face for Jews and for culture. 


The New Jewish Hospital in Berlin. 

The foundation stone of the new hospital of the Jewish Community in Berlin, 
which is to be built in the Schulstrasse, has been laid with the customary cere- 
monial. Sanitary Councillor Dr. Feilchenfeld, who delivered an address on behalt 
of the Executive of the Community, mentioned the interesting fact that a Jewish 
hospital was in existence in Berlin even before a synagogue as far back as the year 
1573. Another was opened in 1753 in the Oranienburgerstrasse, and this gave 
way, owing to the need for a larger building, to the one situated in the August- 
strasse, which had 100 beds, subsequently increased to 170. Several famous 
physicians and surgeons, Jews and Christians, have in their time been attached to 
the hospital. The site for the new building, was sold at a very low price by the 
City of Berlin in appreciation of the excellent services rendered by the hospital, 
which last year had 1,909 in-patients, of whom 342 were non-Jews. There will 
be 230 beds, but there will be room for 50 more. ‘The cost of the site and building 
will be 4,500,000 marks. 


A Remarkable Murder Trial in Vienna. 

Last Friday the Court of Cassation in Vienna heard the appeal of Hanka 
Pycsyszyn, the twenty-three year old wife of a peasant living at Maczyce, against 
her conviction for the murder of a Jewish infant, of which she was the foster- 
mother. That she did murder the baby was not in dispute, but she pleaded 
extenuating circumstances for the crime for which she had been sentenced to 


death. It appears that: at the beginning of last year she took 
charge of the illegitimate child, three months old, of a Jewish 


domestic servant in Lemberg, and for some months tended it with the 
utmost care and affection. On the 13th April last, she appeared before the 
magistrate at Janow, and voluntarily confessed that she had drowned the baby. 
She declared that she had been impelled to commit the deed by the fact that the 
Catholic Priest in her town had refused to admit her in the confessional, because 
she was bringing upaJewish child, that her husband also taunted her with her sin, and 
that when she requested the mother to take back her child, she refused. (The 
mother at the trial, while admitting that the woman had brought the child to 
Lemberg, in order that she might see how well it was being looked after, 
denied that such a request was made.) She was tried at Lemberg, 
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for murder, and repeated the statement she had made to se “eargee 
and added that the priest had actually denounced her from the pu gh id. C) 
warned her not to enter the confessional until she had parted with the ipa utd las 
further told the Court that she was so fond of the infant that her first impu Se 
was to drown herself with it, but that some inexplicable force, perhaps the ie 
she was wearing, held her back.

The Russian Jews and the Proposed General Jewish Congress.

The recent article of the Berlin Ost wud West, in which a scheme appeared 
inviting the Jews of the whole world to convoke a Universal Jewish Congress, Is 
only meeting with qualitied approval in the Jewish Press and im communal circles 
in Russia. “Although the plan of the promoter (believed to be a German Jew at 
high standing} is considered an excellent one, objection 1s taken to his motives. 
They heartily agree with him when he speaks of the sufferinys of the Jews in 
Russia and Roumania, and they recognise that such a Congress may bestow great 
benetits on the Jews in general, inasmuch as the emigration problem may be 
regulated by it and the sympathies of rulers and intluential non-Jews be enlisted. 
When, howéver, the author of the article announces that the motive of the 
Western Jews for participation in the Congress is the danger that astern Jewry 
brings upon them in the possible repetition and spread of the Welsh riots and such 
other recrettable incidents, the Russian Jews declare that they can only co operate 
with those actuated by brotherly feelings and not by reasons of the type set out 
bv him.

An outstanding feature 
was the interest in Zionism—-in proportion to population—shown by South Africa, 
The delegates at the close were warmly thanked for their addresses.

Freedman, B.A., whom the Committee congratulate 
on the success of his labours for the welfare of the community. 

M. Charles Lyon-Caen, Member of the Institute of France and Professor at 
the Faculty of Law in Paris,and M. A. Schrameck, Director of the Prison Adminis 
tion at the Ministry of Justice. have been appointed members of the Consultative 
Council on Legislation, which has recently been formed by the Minister. 

In view of the increase in the number of Jews in Jerusalem who use Hebrew 
as their ordinary language of conversation, the police authorities there now require 
the men on service in the Jewish quarter to have a knowledge of that language. 

A Committee has been formed at Groningen, the birthplace of the late Josef 
Israels, with the object of raising a memorial to him. It will take the form of a 
fountain surmounted by a bust of the famous painter. 

In the year 1892 a wealthy philanthropist, Signor Moise Loria, died at Milan, 
leaving ten million lire (£400,000) to be devoted to providing help, work and edu- 
cation for deserving poor persons with the view to their being able ultimately to 


earn a living. The fund was not utilised until 1900, when it was increased by 


three million lire, resulting from accrued interest. The yearly income is now 
600,000 lire. 

Four Jews were elected last week members of the Town Council of Sotia 
the capital of Bulgaria. 

At a meeting held at the Petach Tikvah Colony (Palestine), in memory of the 
late Herr E. Saphir, Sub-Director of the Anglo-Palestine Company, it was decided 
to found a public library in the colony, which shall bear his name, and to place in 
the reading room a bust of the deceased as a perpetual memorial. 

“ Achad Ha’am (Ascher Ginsberg), bas been in Jaffa for some weeks past. He 
intends to visit the Jewish colonies in Judea and Galilee, and will probably also 
reside for a time in Jerusalem. 

A popular festival is held every year at this season in Cairo in honour of the 
Nile. A beauty competition is associated with the fete, and the winner receives. 
besides a valuable prize, the title of Queen of the Nile, which is held fora year. 
This year’s successful competitor is a Jewess named Berta Kessel. 

Last week, Imperial Councillor Josef Singer, Chief Cantor of the Jewish Com. 
munity in Vienna, celebrated his seventieth birthday. He was appointed to his 
present post in 1581 as successor to the famous Chazan and composer, Salomon 
Sulzer. Herr Singer has successfully striven to raise the social status of the 
Chazan, and to assure him a position as a weighty factor in the community. 

A number of Arabs broke up the religious service which, according to custom, 
is held on Rosh Hashanah at the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem. They not only 
insulted the worshippers, some sixty men and women, but also assaulted them. 

Herr Albert Frankfurter, General Director of the Austrian Lloyd Company, 
and Herr Leopold Kronberger, Genera! Director of the Hungarian General Savings 
Bank, have received the title of Court Councillor. 

All the offices in Turkey of the Imperial Ottoman Bank were closed on the 
recent Jewish High Festivals. 

The English Ambassador in Constantinople was among the distinguished per- 
sonages who tendered official congratulations to the Chief Rabbi of Turkey on the 
occasion of the New Year Festival. 

Privy Judicial Councillor Dr. Pollack has died in Berlin, at the age of sixty- 
seven, He was in the Prussian Judicial Service from 1867 to 1908, and was for 
twenty years Judge at one of the Courts in Berlin. Dr. Pollack served in the 
Franco-Prussian War, and won the Iron Cross, second class. 

The Jewish Private Clinic in Munich, which was opened last February, has 
been honoured with a visit from Prinee Ludwig Ferdinand of Bavaria. His Royal 
Highness is himself a celebrated member of the medical profession and a skilled

OBITUARY. 


THE CHIEF RABBI OF AMSTERDAM. 


We regret to record the death, which took place last Monday night, of the 


Chief Rabbi of Amsterdam and of the Province of North Holland. 


Dr. Joseph Hirsch Dunner was born in Cracow inthe year 1833, and was therefore 
He received his rabbinical training at Cracow, and after 
studied philosophy and Oriental philology at Heidel 
I862 he received a call as Rector of the Netherlands Israelitish 
ithe Jews’ College of the Ashkenazim 
Which he made -famous as a school of Jewish theology, 
languages, and religious philosophy, and in 1874 he was elected 
Rabbi. By his death, Dr. Ritter, Chief Rabbi of Rotterdam, is now

Dr, Dunner was a strict upholder of Orthodox Judaism, but in the absence of any 


openly expressed reform tendencies—though there is, unfortunately, too much 


religious indiffererice—there has been no schism.in the community. He was 
Knight of the Order of the Netherlands Lion. 


Dr. Dunner was a consummate scholar and a polished orator. His researches 


on the Halacha of the period of the Tannaim and his disquisitions on the Tosefta 


won him a high reputation. Among his published works are: ‘‘ Die Theorien iiber 
Wesen und Ursprung der Tosephta, Kritisch Dargestellt,” Amsterdam, 1574;

‘MY BOARD.”’ 


The Deputies Criticised and Defended. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Str, We mustall be thankful to “‘ Mentor” for his luminous exposure of the 
malady which has descended upon our venerable Board of Deputies. Some of us, 
however, would be inclined to treat the Board with a little less harshness than 
“Mentor” has thought fit toemploy. After all, there is a certain respect due to 
age, and the Board is old, very old. If you consider the matter properly and 
sympathetically, as all things venerable should be, vou will find that the defects 
of the Board are really but a case of Anno Domini, in an exceedingly acute form. 
Maybe, in those dim and distant vears. when the Board first) burst upon ‘an 
admiring community, it was a healthy and robust infant. So far from submitting 
docilely to parental dictation, and to being proprietorially alluded to as * My 
Board,” perhaps it drew itself up proudly to its full infantile height, pouted and 


screamed, and possibly even kicked. Verhaps it had a will of its own. like so 
many voung persons, and protested loudly against being put to bed, while all the 
big grown-up people discussed serious matters over coffee and cigars. [sav per- 


haps; because it is all so very long ago—so long since ** My Board ™ strutted about 
in juvenile attire, while the elders greeted it with a superstitious / heir! 

Well, then, unlike a certam other voung party, the Board grew up, and I 
should think that in those far-off days it: was quite lusty and robust. But even 
if it was not, it must have been absolutely fashionable, up to date, modern (as 
things went then), anda faultless product of the Z::‘jers) of the times. This is 
quite obvious, when you consider the trouble to which ** Mentor” calls attention. 
He tells us that seats on the Board of Deputies are bought and. sold. Qf course, 
and they always were even in the Imperial Parliament when the Board was 
voung. He declares that the Board 1s inclined occasionally to meet in secret. 
Well, the Mother of Parliaments, too, objected to the Press—when the Board was 
young. Andso one runs through the whole yvamut of complaints over which 
‘“ Mentor’s” disrespectful fingers have swept. Oh ves! the Board was quite all 
right—in the days of its youth and early manhood: and we'really must never 
forget it. It was an excellent reproduction of the methods and spirit of the time 
and the country; and, of course, Jews never grumble at that. 

The whole trouble is that, having taken on a certain character, the Board has 
clung to it with slavish fidelity. There is an old tag which runs: 
mutantur ef ros in ill

Hp 
lis, Not so, the Board. Men may come and men 
may go; but “my Board” goes on forever, just as in the jolly old days of the Rotten 
Boroughs. We may sneer at things as ‘early Victorian.” But the Board rejoices 
in its early Victorianism. At any rate, it sees nothing in it amiss, or grotesque, or 
out-of-date.- The rest of the world is in the days of George the Fifth. The Board 
of Deputies is still back in the days of George the Third. Our Government has 
become an exacting Democracy: and even China is said to be hankering after 
reform and in a state of revolution. Not so otir communal Mandarins. Thev 
hug the eighteenth century, and vearn for no other. They have understood no 
other. Let us pity them, and not be angry with them. The Board is so old! 

Unfortunately, however, difficulties are accumulating around us. . What 
mean these outbreaks in Wales and in Bethnal Green? What is at the bottom 
of this campaign in the Tunes and the Morning Post? What about the Sunday 
trading agitation, which may be laid by to-day but will rise again to-morrow : 
the aliens trouble, which one more turn of the Russian screw may render 
acute again, and all the rest of the difficulties which have beset the path of 
the Board? Here is this ancient and respectable body—in lean and slippered 
pantaloon—hobbling along through a tangled bush which needs the nerve and the 
sinew of youth to penetrate. Here is the eighteenth century set to do the work 
of the twentieth. Is it not enough to fill the observer with anxiety and even 
alarm 

‘* Mentor” suggests that the Board should vet itself two bridegrooms—much 
after the style, I suppose iifatis mutand:s—of King David, when he, too, waxed 
old. I do not know that one is particularly impressed with this advice. It sug- 
gests, for one thing, the unsexing of the Board; while the suggestion of marriage 
at the Board’s time of life—anda bigamous one at that —has in it something 
that is repellent, not to say indecent. 

My own feeling is that what the community wants is an entirely new body— 
something built on a more acceptable basis, and employing more democratic 
methods. One could make suggestions for rejuvenating the present organisation. 
But it is very difficult to make the old young again. Far better that the old Board 
die. Let its latter end be peace, and may it be given, as an Organisation, a nice 
funeral—as a token of respect for what it has been. Other times other manners~— 


and other organisations. We want a modern instrument to do our modern work : 
and the sooner it comes the better.

Board otherwise get through its large volame of work’? Under present conditions 
it is difficult for the President, with all his persuasive powers, to keep the meeting 
together for more than an hour-and-a-half or two hours at the outside.

Stk,—Your contributor, ‘‘ Mentor” deserves the thanks of the community 
for his plain speaking in regard to the Board of Deputies. In the possible event 
of his photographic picture being contemptuously dismissed as an exaggeration, 
I crave permission to add some background which may make it still more 
recognisable. 

[ am glad that ‘‘ Mentor” has laid stress on the fact that the Board of Deputies 
is @ survival of quite different times, and that the methods applicable to those 
times are still employed. It is quite true that when Anglo-Jewry was @ very 
insignificant element of the population, when its emancipation was not yet a 
rrit accompli, when its members were still practically in the position of political 
pariahs, it was necessary to use eser/icer de derri‘re intluences in order to ward 
off threatening dangers, or attain possible advantages.

In these circumstances can it be wondered at if we are looked 
upon as citizens cireiter /lasse, inferior creatures afraid to venture forth into the 
livbt of day. Our American brethren are not so foolish... Mr. D. L. Alexander 
cannot, of course, help having been nurtured in the earlier school, but he might

The 
sentieman was a journalist! The Board is afraid of publicity. It is ashamed of 
the light. Over and over again public criticism is avoided by the muzzling of the 
Press, quite ordinary matters being labelled “ contidential.”. The House of 
(Commons rarely holds a secret sitting. When it does itis in the interests of 

public morality, while discussing matters mainly of a social sort. 

sut there is another sense in which the Board 1s unrepresentative. Fully 


_nine-tenths of the Jewish community of these islands is foreign-born, and attached 


to orthodox traditions, yet we have lately seen the Board flouting orthodox views 
aud making itself ridiculous in the eyes of foreign Jews. It has, of course, been a 
notorious fact that the business of the Board has been transacted on the Sabbath 
and festivals. Agendas have constantly been despatched from the office on these 
days. The evidence given on Jewish marriage laws before the Divorce Com 
mission was denounced by nearly every Rabbi in the country, including tlie 
learned Haham, and by at least three Anglo-Jewish organs of public opinion. 
The latest piece of arrant stupidity is the amendment to the Slaughtering of 
Animals Bill, by which the President of the Board is to be set up asa Rav. It is 
ikea Purim spiel ! 
The business of the Board is conducted in an absolutely absurd manner. The 
time generally allotted to each meeting is a little over two hours. A considerable 
portion of the time is almost invariably devoted to personal votes upon which the 
President expatiates in his usual expansive manner,or to some explanation by the 
President—carefully rehearsed beforehand—of some little service rendered, quite 
useful in its way, but exaggerated outof all proportion by the grandiloquence of 
the language applied to it and the solemnity with which these announcements are 
usually delivered. Honest and sincere criticism is frequently burked by the 
unpleasant habit of the President regarding every attack or hostile resolution as a 
vote of censure. This unfair custom often prevents the real opinion of the Board 
from becoming known. The short time alotted to the business of the Board 
either prevents the agenda from being completed, or involves’ the 
rushing through of important items without proper discussion. I need 
say nothing about the reference of weighty matters to the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee “‘ with power to act” as “Mentor” has fully dealt with this abuse. 
But I should like to say a word more about the intolerance of criticism that 
prevails at the Board. If any member shows a tendency to be critical, he is a 
marked man. Every device is resorted to in. order to reduce him to silence, and it 
is only when, as sometimes happens, the Board refuses to be domineered over 
ad infinitum, the private member obtains an adequate opportunity of expressing 
opinions at variance to those held on the‘ Treasury bench.” When will Jews 
learn that a difference of opinion on public matters need not involve a breach of 
private friendship ? It is this attitude of “oppose me and you are my enemy for 
life,” which poisons the springs of the public life of our community. 
Sir, the time has come when the Board of Deputies must be ended or mended.

As a result of the Imperial Sunday Alliance Conference at Westminster to 
consider Mr. Churchill's statement at Dundee, as to the possible abandonment of 
the Sunday Closing of Shops clauses of the Shops Bill, a letter has been addressed 
to the Home Secretary pointing out how the main grounds of objection to these 
clauses may be removed. It is suggested that the procedure should be reversed, 
so that, with obvious and necessary exceptions provided under the existing law, 
none of the shopkeepers in the trades specified in Schedule II. shall be deprived of 
their Sunday rest, unless and until, in any given area, cause shall have been shown 
by @ requisition signed by a substantial majority of ratepayers and traders 


concerned that a bon«-fide public demand exists for the Sunday opening of shops 
in that locality. 


NEW COLONY FOR JEWS. 
REPORTED INVITATION FROM THE NICARAGUAN 


GOVERNMENT. 


It is stated that the Government of Nicaragua are inviting Jews from Russia 
and from other countries where they are being persecuted to come and make their 
homes in Nicaragua, says the Glole. The invitation is officially made through 
Mr. R. Sosman, the Consul-General of the Central American Republic in the 
(nited States, who is himself a Russian Jew, and who played a prominent part in 
the recent Nicaraguan revolution. One hundred-and-forty acres of land are 
promised to each Jewish settler. In the event of a considerable Jewish settle- 
ment the Government would be prepared to grant local autonomy. It is very 
likely that the Government will approach some of the leading Jewish philan- 
thropic bodies in I:urope, such as the Jewish Colonisation Association or the | 


interest them in the establishment of such a Jewish settlement. This could be 
easily accomplished by directing the great stream of Jewish emigration from 
Russia and other countries towards Central America. 


THE SOCIAL ASPECT OF THE FESTIVALS, 


THE REV. ISIDORE HARRIS ON MODERN 
OBSERVANCE. 


The Rev, ISiboRE HARRIS preached on this subject at the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue on Shemini Azereth, basing his discourse on the 122nd Psalm. The 
Paighth Day of Solemn Assembly was an occasion on which the worshippers at 


the last time and bade farewell to one another. One great object which these 
pilurimage feasts served was the promotion of good fellowship and the encourage. 
ment of sociability. They knit together the tribes of Israel in the bonds of 
brotherhood. They brought the Israelites to recognise that they were one people, 
cherishing common religious ideals, linked together by identical hopes and 
memories. Though our festivals could no longer be regarded as pilgrimage feasts, 
they still served the same purpose. This social aspect of the festivals was hardly 
less important than their historical and theological significance. The preacher 
feared that it was often lost sight of by members of the community who preferred 
to spend these days in the seclusion of their country houses. To his thinking 
they failed to catch the spirit of these celebrations. They missed the many social 
benetits which these days of public rejoicing were intended to confer on the collec- 
tive community, As a people, Jews owed much to the fact that in the past they 
lad been thrown almost entirely on each other’s society. Shut up in Ghettos, 
restricted in their imtercourse with the outer world, their social feelings 
had gained in depth and intensity. But the change in their circumstances 
which modern times had brought about, while it was a change for the 
better, was not without its drawbacks. They were no longer the sociable 
people. they -had once been. No longer did they come into personal 
contact with their poor. The old familar relations were disrupted, and the charity 
they dispensed was less warm-hearted in conseyjuence, The Succah had survived 
as a symbol, it was no longer the abode for a week in which people received their 
friends and were wont to dispense a genial hospitality. They could not help 
regretting the disappearance of these social features of Jewish life. Let them 
retain what they could, and see to it that the festivals continued to be oppor- 
tunities of maintaining their social relations with their community. The key-note 
of their celebration should be sympathy. The Jewish feasts were a protest 
against selfishness, and hence a protest against the growing modern tendency to 
spend what should be days of holy convocation in rural retirement, away from 
the centres of Jewish life. No man is sufficient to himself. We need our fellow- 
creatures and our fellow-creatures need us. Some such idea the Psalmist must 
have had in mind when he penned the 122nd Psalm, the dominating note of which 
was peace and friendship, brotherhood and good-will 


THE LATE MRS. 8S. ESTERSON,—By the death of Mrs. Simon Esterson, 
the East End of London has lost a quiet and unostentatious worker in the cause of 
charity and benevolence. For many years she was at different times Vice-President, 
Trustee and Auditor of the Ladies’ I.ying-in Society, the Marriage Portion Society, 
the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society, Chevra Shass, Ezras Noshim Society, and 
she also served on the Committees of various other institutions.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
: WITH Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN. 


S will have been seen from the review which appeared under ‘Books. and 
Bookmen” in our issue of last Friday, Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman has 
published in the Journal of Genetics, Vol..2, Part 3, L911, a paper, the 
subject of which was dealt with in the highly interesting lecture which 
formed his inaugural addressas President of the Union of Jewish Literary 

Societies. Dr. Salaman has applied to the study of Jewish racial characteristics 
certain theories which in their application to plant and animal life have produced 
some verv remarkable results. These theories take their name, as & scientific 
avstem. from the name of their founder. a monk named Mendel. Dr. Salaman 
| on his delightful homestead in Hertfordshire, 
has been conducting, for some years, important 
experiments into the problem of heredity as 
exhibited in potatoes. Both in that and in his 
researches into Jewish racial conditions, he has 
done pioneer work which should stimulate other 
investigators. To a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE he has, in the course of an 
interview, explained the bearings of his researches 
on the practical aspects of Jewish life. 


An Example. 


At the outset, Dr. Salaman pointed out that 
he was’not an anthropologist, and that it was not 
from the ordinary anthropological standpoint 
that he had attacked the problem. 

‘| have rather been forced into this arena,” 
he satd, “‘ because I have used a new weapon.” 

What is the weapon ” 

Phe weapon is the application of Mendelian 
methods to anthropological problems. The key- 
note of this method is the analysis of the 
qualities of an individual into their component unit characters, and, further, 
the ascertaining of the heredity value of each such character. [.et me 
take an example. There is a family im the midlands of England 
some members of every generation of which possess stunted thumb-like 

tingers. Thus condition, known as brachydactaly, is found to be a unit character, 
and to be, moreover, dominant to normal fingers. Thus, if a pure brachyvdactalus 
individual marries a normal individual, all their children are brachydactalus. 
When these latter in their turn marry normal people, then half their children are 
normal and half are brachvdactalus. If the normals who are recessive mate with 
normals, they produce from generation to generation nothing but normals, and you 
will understand that by the application of the Mendelian principle one is able 
to assure the brachycdactalus parent of a normal child that such child, at any rate, 
has not the slightest heredity taint and is as free from, the original sin 
of brachvdactaly as an other normal individual im the world. In other 
words recessives breed true. The relation of the Jew to the North 
Kuropean non-Jew is similar to that of the normal-handed to the brachy- 
dactalus individual. In the mating of Jew and Gentile all the /iy/rids are Gentile 
looking, and if these latter marry Jews then half their children will be Jewish- 
looking and half Gentile-looking. whilst if the Jewish-looking children in thetr 
a turn marry Jews, their children should all be Jewish-looking. ‘That is. at least, 
3 the theory; in my paper | have stated the facts I have in support, and the future 
alone will show whether one is on the right tack. Personally, I have not the 
slightest doubt that one is on the right tack, but I do not fora moment think one 
is In possession of all the many and complicated) factors at work in such a 
problem.” 


Mixed Marriages. 


: What, then, is the etfect of so-called mixed marriages on the Jewish race ° 
‘ The effect is that the children, who are mainly Gentile, almost invariably 
leave the community, which remains as it was. There is, therefore, no great 
cause for alarm. I think that, from the point of view of the world, these marriages 
are of great value, as they involve the infusion of fresh blood into old stock. 
From the Jewish point of view, they are of negative significance so long as they 
| maintain the character of isolated incidents, and they should be made to retain 
this character by the stern discouragement of proselytism. If I may express thie 
matter in a rural simile, I would say that while it is of value to horses to have 
ee blood in their veins, it is essential to maintain the thoroughbred 
stock.” 


A Pure Race. 

[bo you regard the Jews as thoroughbreds ? 

“Ido not think the Jews were ever a pure race, though the diversity of type 
to be found among Jews is doubtless an early phenomenon. The Jews had everv 
excuse not to be a pure race. They were situated on the high-road of the East, 
and were brought into contact with more peoples than probably any other race. 
The original admixture was no doubt of Hittite character, as the Armenians, who 
are generally suppdsed to be descended from the Hittites, closely resemble the 
a Jews. I think that the Ashkenazi Jews are purer than the Sephardi. There 


can be no question that the latter have an admixture of Iberian and perhaps 
Moorish blood.”

. his investigations was the Jewish face, which was easily recognisable. Otherwise

In what do you differ from Dr. Fishberg? our representative asked. 

‘Fishberg says there is no essential difference between Jews and non-Jews 
that the Jews have received constant admixture of blood from the people amongst 
whom they have lived, and have taken on the character of these peoples. He 
suggests that the Jewish expression is a reflex of the Jews’ mental state. There 
I cross swords with him.

Psychological Application. 

You do not think your method can be applied psychologically ? 

” Yes, I do, but the question is so involved and difficult that I do not think 
myself capable of tackling it. I think every one must be agreed that there is 
more than a casual relationship between facial expression and facial 
features and character. I myself feel sure that just as there is a distinction 
subtle but definite between Jew and Gentile physically, so there is mental It 
is, after all, a commonplace to talk of a Jewish Geist, and why this Geist should 
not have an appropriate home to live in, I cannot, for my part, see. I am inclined 
, therefore, to believe that the Jewish facial expression has its definite counterpart 
te in the psychical make-up of the Jew. To me it is more than suggestive that so 

s many of the chief exponents of chess should be Jews, Chess is so special a mental 


application that it is probable that this relationship may have some definite 
meaning.

A Jewish Eugenic Society. 
Dr. Salaman said he regarded the Mducation Aid Society as @ eugenic 


society in the best sense of the term. Its object was to remove unnecessary 
obstacles from the path of those who showed undoubted ability. In that way 
they were given a strong chance of attaining their goal and of establishing a home 
and a family. . Moreover, by the superior education they were given on the one 
hand and their instinctive culture on the other, the probabilities were increased of 
their mating well and thus pftoducing a high type. 


Wanted Pedigrees. 


Is there any way in which your researches may be assisted ? . 
“Yes, it would be very useful to have authentic histories, pedigrees and 


portraits of Jewish families, and of families in which mixed marriages have taken 
place. In this way it will be possible to collect additional data in support or 
elucidation of Mendelian laws as applied to Jewish anthropological study.” 


THE MASSES AND PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The problem of the growing indifference of the masses to public worship—a 


problem which is not without its interest to Jews—was discussed yesterday week 
at the Congregational Union assembly at Nottingham. 


Sir Joseph Compton Rickett. in the course of a paper, remarked that they 
were justified in assuming that the membership in the Evangelical churches tended 
to fall, and in the strong suspicion that an accurate census of church attendance 
would prove equally unsatisfactory. 


The Church had adopted every expedient that business experience and ability 
could suggest. Her service grew into a classical concert. Never wis the charm of the 
palpit higher. Her brotherhoods and Sunday afternoons discussed almost 
every subject —-except the Christian faith. (Voices: No, no.’ Sir Joseph: But 
know. In mostcases.’ Yet never was the result so inadequate. The value of our churches 
as social centres still remained, and it was due to that that many achurch had held 
tovether. . There is, of course. added Sir’Joseph, the doubt which is bred of the con 
ditions of the dav, and there is the love ‘of life in the world; the return more to the 
Greek open-air love of life; the love of sport, the passion of pleasure, the determina 
tion to make full use of the world the whole time we are in it, for fear there may not be 
Opportunities beyond. And the result is that the general idea grows outside the Church, 
promoted, it may be, by the teaching of the love of God and the omnipotence of (rod, 
that we preach an autocracy, and not a constitutional power, and that has indneed 
people to feel they will take their chance. 


The Rev. R. J. Campbell said that the tendency was not confined to one 
church or to one country. It was the experience of all churches, a universal 
tendency of the religious life of our time. 


There are several reasons sufficient toaccount for it. The theology of the Christian 
Church made by implication certain assumptions which the modern mind could not 
make. Broadly speaking, their accepted theology was still geocentric. It presumed a 
cosmogony which had passed away. The man in the street had become somewhat 
suspicions of the sincerity of the man in the, pulpit—he believed unjustly. The ground 
for the suspicion was that the Church had not—and‘he did not see that she corporate], 
ever could —repudiate a cosmogony, an eschatology which had no longer any power ove: 
the modern mind. He did not observe, however, that Churches with more liberal com 
plexion attracted larger @ongregations than others or that liberal teachers were more 
sure of a better hearing than the so-called orthodox. Another reason for declining 
membership was the materialistic pursuits of modern times, and the all absorbing 
ignorance with which they were indulged in. The fierceness of competition and the 
pace at which we were living produced a certain habit of mind which was comparatively 
new. We were making a new kind of men, in whom the religious faculty was deficient; 
men not much troubled by intellectual perplexities, and not any keener than their 
fathers for social progress. They did not feel the need of worship, and were not at home 
when listening to a spiritual appeal. 


If history, continued Mr. Campbell, “taught one lesson clearly, it was that | 


spiritual reaction was just as certain to come as the materialistic wave which had 
passed over modern civilisation. °‘In the meantime, all that the Church could do 
was to strike her spiritual note as clearly and as strongly as she ever did.” 

“Don't,” added Mr. Campbell, ‘pander to the popularising or the topic- 
hunting tendencies of the time.” 


DR. MACNAMARA'S TRIBUTE TO JEWS. 


“WHAT HAS MADE THE NAME OF ENGLISHMEN RESPECTED.” 


Dr. Macnamara, M.P., in opening a Palestine Exhibition on Wednesday, said 
that apart from the primary object of the exhibition, it would serve to illustrate 
the manners and customs of a very remarkable and very intelligent people, 
perhaps the most interesting péople in the world, He found the study of 
Jewish history and Jewish manners and customs most fascinating. ‘The persis- 
tence of the Jewish community as a separate community was most remarkable, 
and their dogged and stubborn perseverance in centuries of adverse circumstances 
aud persecution was a witness to the possession of rare qualities of endurance. 

When he was Chairman of the School Attendance Committee of the London 
School Board, said Dr. Macnamara, he watched with the keenest eye of sympathy 
the great care which the poor Jews, in the East End of London particularly, took 
of their children. He rejoiced greatly that he lived in a country which was 
catholic enough and tolerant enough to give this remarkable people free citizen- 
ship. long might that catholicity and tolerance endure and grow. It was what 
had made the name of Englishmen respected throughout the world.

A particularly high 
compliment is being paid to the Jewish Literary Society by the fact that the 
inaugural address for the session will be delivered, on Sunday, the 29th inst., by 
the President of the Royal Institution, Dr. Richard Caton, J.P., F.R.C.P., who 
will thus at the same time open the year’s work, and welcome the Society to its 
new and historic home. . Dr. Caton, who previously lectured to the Society 
shortly after the close of his Lord Mayoralty, is an archeologist of renown, whose 
researches into Jewish antiquities in the Near East and in Greece and Italy have 
from their sympathy and insight a special interest for Jewish people.

A REMARKABLE SERMON. 


Prior to the Neilal service on the Day of Atonement, the Rev

.G.J. Emanuel, 
.A., delivered an urgent and eloquent appeal to the members of the congregation to 
raise a sum for the repair and decoration of the synagogue, by means of a collection 
rather than by an assessment on all seat rents. as had already been agreed to at a 
special general meeting held on July 25rd last, and by means of which the necessar\ 
sum would be raised in three years.

Mr. Emanuel’s Appeal. 

The remarkable sermon by Mr. Emanuel which suggested this course we 
append in full. Phe rev. gentleman said : 

My Brethren, we shall soon part. It will be long before I shall see many of 
you again. Considering my age and my yrave infirmity, it may well be that I 
am speaking to some of you for the last time. If this day has not been spent 
here in vain, uselessly, then we have all become sensible of our many short- 
comings, painfully conscious of our neglect of our religious obligations. We 
have all expressed sorrow and regret that we thought so much of our worldly 
interests and so little of our dutv to God as men and women, as Jews and Jewesses. 
And we have all of us felt the desire, and made the 


even determination, to 


remedy the past by the future, to be more mindful of the necessities of our 
immortal nature, to think more of God and of his claims upon us. But 
painful experience warns us how likely ~more thin likely -how almost certain 


it is--that these regrets for the past. however poignant, these resolves for the 
future, however sincere, will fade away and be forgotten. ‘To-morrow we go into 
the world again, and old habits will grip us afresh as with hands of iron, will 
strangle our resolves and bury our regrets. Who so conscious of this danger as | 
myself? What sorrow have I felt when on each recurring Kippur I have spoken 
to youas sinful men and women, conscious that none could be more sinful than 
the man whose function it was to remind you of your sins! What grief and shame 
I felt while exhorting you to form determinations and to keep them, when [ knew 
in my heart what determinations | had made and how few I had put into execu- 
tion! Therefore, in years gone by, | have sometimes ut this final service of our 
Great Day refrained from general exhortation, and concentrated my efforts in 
pleading for some single religions duty. I have, I remember, on 


one 
occasion, exhorted you with all the force and ardour in my nature, to 
keep God's Sabbath holy. 1. ventured to urge, if im the interests 
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of your dear ones you could not or would not abstain from your 
work on. the Sabbath, still that portion of the Sabbath not engrossed 
by your avocation should be kept sacred, that your wives and children should 
conie to God’s House on that day, and that your own houses should have that ~ 
atmosphere of peace and rest which makes the Jewish Sabbath “a day of delight 
3319," ‘holy to the Lord.” “733% a day honoured and honourable.” 
I remember, on another occasion, I appealed to you for an exceptional exercise of 
your benevolence whet some wide-spread calamity forced from our_ brethren 
abroad a piteous cry for help. To-day again I urge upon you one single religious 
duty. Look around you, my brethren, at this sacred shrine. It has’ the 
appearance of neglect, almost of decay. Years have passed since its condition 
called aloud for attention, but the call fell on deaf ears, it was unheeded. And so 
our synagogue has become more and more dismal in appearance, more and more 
defective in the sanitary arrangements essential for the safe assemblage of a large 
congregation. Now turn your thoughts to some of your own dwellings — 
charmingly situated amidst trees and flowers, spotlessly fresh and clean. No 
speck of dust on the parquetted or carpeted floors, no spot or stain on the dainty 
wainscoted walls. In every detail perfect, everywhere bright and beautiful. 
Is it right that this contrast should exist? King David said to the Prophet Nathan 
‘See now I dwell in a house of cedar, but the Ark of God dwelleth within cur- 
tains.” David said: “ This must not be, shall not be, | will build a great temple 
to the service of the Most High.” I know you are alive to the necessity of 
restoring our synagogue to its former condition of grace and beauty, and 
that you have determined the method of raising the necessary funds. 
By that method, I understand, it will take three years to collect the sum 
required. Is God’s house to remain in this condition of squalor for three years 
longer? Or is the restoration to be effected at once, and for three years we are 
to be in debt to the builders and decorators? Is the thought tolerable to vou? I 


confess it is not to me.~ Delay or debt seem to me equally deplorable. 
Of David, the psalmist: said (152; 2—5) : Remember how he 
sware to the Lord and vowed to the Mighty (God of Jacob, 
Surely I will not come into the ‘Tabernacle of my house, nor go up 


unto my bed. I will not vive sleep to mine eyes, or slumber to my eyelids until 
I tind a place for the Lord, an habitation for the Mighty God of Jacob.” He, the 
shepherd king, could not breok delay. And to make an offering to God of that 
siven or lent by others was abhorrent to him. When to stop the plague raging

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BOOKS REVIEWED. 
‘**LUACH ERETS YISRAEL.”’—(A. M. Luncz.) 


Amid so many new Hebrew publications in Palestine it is always a pleasure | 


to come across an old friend. This is the seventeenth annual appearance of Mr. 
Luncz’s Almanac (?870" JN AY). It opens with the usual four-fold calendar : 
Hebrew, Mohammedan, Russian, Latin—the last-named being the form to which 
we are accustomed in England. At the foot of each page are given memorial 
dates of various events in the history of the Jews, the author’s catholicity being 
shown by his entering equally the death of Moses, the Law-giver (Adar 7) and the 
death of Moses Montefiore (Ab 16}. The year has three dates ; 5672, 1329-30, and 
of course 1911-12. The religious customs of the yearare detailed in a monthly list. 
We are told, for instance, that on the night of Hashana Rabba, the Sephardim 
blow the Shofar after reading each of the Books of Psalms; that on the twenty- 
fourth of Tebet, in all the synagogues of the Holy Land many lamps are lit in 
memory of those who died in the earthquake at Safed, in the year 1817; and that 
throughout Elul the inhabitants of Jerusalem go daily to pray at the grave of 
Rachel—the enclosure over which is kept continuously open during the month. 

- A chronological list of events follows: This opens with Abraham's migration 
to Canaan (2023) to the death of Herzl (5664). Then we have a gpod deal of 
practical information on the weights, measures and coinage in current use, and the 
postal arrangements. The population of Jerusalem (with the surrounding villages) 
is given at 75,200 (48,400 Jews, 10.500 Mohammedans, and 16,750 Christians). 
The Jewish population of Hebron seems to remain stationary—it is still 1,200. In 
Jaffa there are 8,500 Jews. Mr. Luncz estimates the inhabitants of the colonies 


to number: Rishon le Zion 879, Wady Hanin 159, Rehoboth 445, Ekron 323,. 


Gedera 136, Kastimeh 135, Artuf 101, Becr Yaakob (near Rehoboth) 30 and Moza 
(near Jerusalem) 46. These are all south of Jatfa. North of that port Petach 
Tikvah has a population of 1,800 (this is the largest of all the settlements); in 
Galilee. Zichron Yaakob supports 893 Jews, Hudra 144, several other colonies a 
total of 1,112, Rosh Pinah 602. Methulah 305. Of other towns Acco contains 200 
_ Jews, Haifa 1,500, Tiberias 7,000, Safed 12,500. In Shechem there are no Jews, 
but 190 Samaritans. 

This section of the Almanac is completed with a capital account of old-style 
Yeshiboth and the more modern schools and technical institutes; the various 
charitable societies; the newspapers (there is a Hebrew daily in Jerusalem Ha, 
edited by Mr. Ben Jehuda); the hospitals; the commercial cOmpanies and so 
forth. The literary section continues Mr. Lunez’s reminiscences of the past forty 
vears. A character sketch by A. Z. Rabinovitz deals with Abraham Isaac ha- 
Cohen; anotber by the editor has for its subject Israel Sokolov. S. BR. Raffalowitz 
summaries the work of Christian colonisation in Palestine during the past 250 
vears, from the time when Colbert, emissary of Louis \IV., founded (in 1664) a 
colony in Sharon near Jaffa—the olive trees then planted still flourish. The next 
effort recorded is that of Lady Hester Stanhope in 1810: she was the niece of 
William Pitt. She founded a settlement near Sidon. In 1849 Mr. Baldensperger 
for the first time introduced modern agricultural machinery into the Holy Land. 
All this is fascinating reading; it gives one the clear impression that, while in 
political and missionary work the members of other creeds have outstepped our 

brethren in Palestinian activity, it is the Jews atone who have made a persistent 
and determined attempt to cultivate the actual soil. The same author describes 
the siege of Jerusalem in the days of Ibrahim Pasha. Mr. Luncz, as usual, sup- 
plies an account of incidents, anda list of the books published, and the various 
commercial returns of exports and imports, during the year. It is altogether an 
interesting and useful compilation. ° 
THE NEW QUARTERLY STATEMENT. 


For the cultivation of the soil of Palestine the Jews. as just remarked, have 
been responsible. But for the recovery of what lies below the surface, it is to our 
Christian friends that our thanks are due. Dr. Duncan Mackenzie continues his 
report of work at Beth Shemesh. In accordance with the new (and rather 
tantalising) method of presenting results, we now get the boldest outlines which 
contain very little information. ‘‘ Much new material,” we are told, ‘“‘ has been 
brought to light illustrating the character and evolution of tombs; and when this 
material is compared with the evidence from other parts of the Mediterranean 
basin it seems very probable that much can be ascertained of the relative dates of 
the various forms of tombs, and of the historical influences that have shaped their 
evolution.” 

_ More definite is the information given concerning the meteorological observa- 
tions taken by Adolph Datzi in Jerusalem during 1910. The chief rainfall was in 
January (6°570 inches), February 1°940, March 10°540, April 1°500, November 
2°070, December 1°480. The total rainfall of the year was 24'640 inches. There was 
no rainfall from June to September inclusive. |

THE MISHNA ON IDOLATRY. 'ABODA ZARA.—(W. A. L. Elmslie.) 


This fine volume presents in a clear, original and scholarly manner everything 
that is necessary and ayailable for a thorough understanding of that Mishnic 
tractate. 

The text itself, after the Bomberg edition of Talmud Babli (Venice, 1520), is 
printed in large, distinct characters, accurately vocalised and punctuated, and 
copiously supplemented with variant readings based on the collation of no fewer 
than eleven editions and manuscripts ; among them, eleven Geniza fragments of 
the Taylor-Schechter collection whose ‘evidence appears here for the first time.” 
On opposing pages is the translation—-smooth, tlowing English, which at the same 
time, considering the difficulties of translating Mishnic Hebrew, makes 
remarkably few divergences from literalness. Footnotes supply explana 
tory information drawn not only from Hebrew. sources, but also from 
numerous Greek and Latin, both Classical and Patristic sources, not 
to mention a long array of modern’ standard works on_ philological 
and archeological subjects. There is an introduction containing a succinct yet 
accurate and adequate account of the linguistic peculiarities of the Mishna and of 
the place of the Mishna in Jewish literature, together with a brief description of 
the several texts and manuscripts collated in the preparation of the text given. 
Each chapter of the treatment is followed by a number of excursuses discussing. 
with constant citation of sources, such topics as the non Jewish festivals, public 
and private, referred to in ‘Aboda Zarah; the derivation of the word B°T'S used to 
designate these festivals ; the attitude of the Jews towards the circus and the 
theatre; the Rabbinic conception of the deadness of the idols as opposed to the 
popular notion of their demoniac character; the Ashera in ‘Aboda Zara where, it 1s 
interesting to learn, the word has a slightly different connotation than it has in the 
Bible; the worship of the Merqolis (Mercury Image); and the attitude of Jews, 
ancient and modern, towards sculpture. . 

There are three appendices ; one containing a compact but lucid summarisa 


tion of Tertullian’s De Idolatria, the striking parallels between which and ’Aboda 


Zara are frequently pointed out in the footnote commentary. The second appen 
dix contains a brief but trustworthy biographical account of the fifteen Tannaim 
mentioned in the text. The third appendix contains additional notes further 
elucidative of various linguistic, historical and archeological points previousl, 
adverted to. This is followed by a vocabulary giving, besides translations, brief 
critical and: etymological notes on most of the words found in the text. An index 
of Bible passages quoted and a convenient subject .index terminate the book. 

It is worthy of notice that this volume is one of the series of ** Texts and 
Studies, Contributions to Biblical and Patristic Literature,” edited by |. 
Armitage Robinson, D.D. (Cambridge University Press). This Jewish work thus 
obtains a place among a list of contemporary Patristic ‘writings and studies. 

Also deserving of mention is the friendliness of the treatment. Without 
ceasing for a moment to be critical, scholarly and unbiassed, Mr. Elmslie finds 
occasion here and there, to say a word favourable to the people among whom the 
tractate "Aboda Zara originated. Regarding the language of the Mishna, he 
reminds us: ‘“ We do not judge the English language by the form it assumes in a 
Parliamentary Act. Similarly the crudities of the Mishna must not be made the 
standard by which we are to estimate the literary power of its compilers, the 
Tannaim ” (xv). Regarding the laws themselves, he remarks: ‘‘ Although many 
of them must seem over-scrupulous or even casuistical, they are the outcome not 
of a mean and pettifogging spirit, but of the attempt rigidly to carry out a high 
ideal, difficult of attainment ” (xxiii), He disagrees with Kriiger who “ regards 
these regulations as the outcome of deep hatred to the Romans” (4) and shows 
how the writings of the Christian Tertullian embody a similar spirit—a spirit 
that ‘is surely due to horror of a religious system which led to such immorality 
as is retlected in A.Z. ii, and in the works of many Greek and Roman authors” 
(5) Jewish opposition to the circus and the theatre is declared warranted 
by the fact that these “became the occasion on which the brutal 
and immoral aspects of ancient life were most openly displayed.” 
If the Mishna forbids the Jew to partake of a meal with a Pagan, the reason can 
be found in the fear of intermarriage. Church Councils are mentioned which 
have issued similar edicts (p. 81). On the passage in I’ “ One may not sell them 


(the heathen) bears or lions or anything injurious to the public,” the comment is 


made: “Remark the unselfish nature of these rules. They show a restraint for 
the benefit of others met with only too rarely.” 

Anyone, Jew or non-Jew, interested in the study of Rabbinic literature from 
the modern view-point, will be grateful for this conscientious piece of work, which 
aids so efficiently in the effort to probe into the real meaning and intent of ’Aboda 
Zara. Itis, at the same time, a good introduction to the study of the Mishna in 
general, A. CRONBACH,

(4) The Athanasian 
Creed, or the Thirty-Nine Articles, or the Communion Service are not any less 
q ‘epellent intellectually, morally, or spiritually, than some portions of the Jewish 
: Kitual, nor are some of the Hymns sung in Church more Christian than some of 
the Prayers said in Synagogue. Why should I go from the frying pan into the 
tire? (5) If I became a Christian to-morrow every Christian would call me a Jew, 
just as every Jew I know to-day calls mea Goy. Why deprive Jewry, poverty- 
valuable asset on these Gilbertian terms ?

come it does. But there is really no reason it should. The world would get on, 
on the whole, very well if the genus Jew could only be met with in history—like 
Jebusite or Sabine. It might not be much better, but I can’t see it would be 
much worse. It could not be less kind, more brutal, more material, less truly 
religious than it is, and the two thousand years admixture of Jews seems to have 
left it mutatis mutandis about as it was when Titus carved Jews on his triumphal 
arch. Clothes might be a little more expensive and far more clumsy and ill- 
litting ; fewer fortunes might be made and lost on the Stock Exchanges and the 
Bourses; more sham diamonds might be worn under the belief that they were 
gems of the purest water; the humorists and caricaturists might tind some of 
their occupations gone; Russian brutality might feel a draught, and to the extent 
of the Jew be that much lessened, while the coffee-house babble of newspapers 
here and abroad would have to discover a new bogey. As to religion, if there were 
no Jews, Christianity would have absolutely no reason left for maintaining its 
present stupid pagan beliefs, but would tend quickly and naturally towards @ pure 
and robust monotheism. 

And the Jew himself would at last, after his aimless wanderings, and hi3 
futile loss of blood and substance for twenty centuries and more, be at rest. To 
him would come the ‘‘ peace undisturbable ” which the shroud of history would 
confer upon him. By hisexit he would end a heap of hatred, malice, uncharitable- 
ness, cruelty, persecution, Outrage, rapine, murder, narrow-minded bigotry, inane 
prejudice, lies, cant, hypocrisy, all of which are constantly aroused by his presence 
and of which he is the more or less innocent victim. He would as a matter of 
course, When he was gohe, be thought ever so much better of than his career 
deserved, just as while as he is here he is thought much worse of than his merits 
warrant. All the teasing problems as to the future would irritate him no longer, 
and his more difficult problems gs to the present would evaporate into thin air. In 
a little while, as the world goes, the earthly cerements of dislike and disdain in 
Which the Jew would be buried would have crumbled into dust, and he would 
enter into life immortal among the gods of the Universe. What better “future ” 
can his best wishers desire or imagine for the poor unjustly-contemned Jew ”

Sir,—Mr. P. Vallentine Tobias is animated with feelings “of utter disgust ” 
because of my “ blatant commercial temperament. ° ‘While I regret his feelings, 
I accept the impeachment. I admit that I hold that a ‘commercial tempera- 
ment” is more essential for, the successful development of Africa than the feelings 
of ‘higher emotions ” with which your correspondents of last week seem animated. 
I do not think it worth while further to coutrovert Mr. Polak’s charges that the 
white population of South Africa are guilty of cruelties against Indians which are 
on a par with the cruelties of the Russians against the Jews. The monstrous 
absurdity of such a charge is apparent on the surface. There are no racial 


animosities in Africa inconsistent with the economic requirements. It may 
be regrettable, but it is imperative that a distinction be drawn 


between the whites and the coloured populations. Mr. A. J. Balfour once 
stated that there was such a great social gulf between the whites and coloured of 
Africa that it will tax all the efforts of posterity for many generations to. solve. 
One solution is the assimilation of the two races, but I venture to think that even 
Mr. Polak with his “ high emotions * would object to his sons and daughters 
marrying Kaffirs. That being not practicable it becomes a question which of the 
two shall play ‘top dog.” If you desire to see Africa inhabited by the white man 
than he must be allowed to make laws and rule the country. Mr. Polak and Mr. 
Vallentine Tobias belong to a school—a very insignificant one—which believes that 
the coloured man should enjoy equal rights with the white man. That may he 
‘high emotion,” but it is not practical politics--they are quite welcome to those 
opinions. I do not feel inclined to quarrel with them on that account. ,But I do 
object to their picking out those of the population who happen to be Jews for 
their special displeasure.

Chief Rabbi, but quite unfitted for the control of an educational institution. The 
‘approval ” clause was for the purpose of safeguarding the orthodoxy of the 
institution, but if the ** United Congregations of the British Empire ~ could judge 
as to the orthodoxy of a Chief Rabbi, the Council of the College could judge as to 
the orthodoxy of the staff. He also suggested that the constitution needed revision, 
so as to allow menibers of the staff to siton the Education Committee. 

Mr. S. MOSES seconded and Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN supported the proposal, 
though both gentlemen stated that they did not subscribe to the views of Mr. Kahn.

ANNUAL. MEETING. 


The annual meeting of subscribers and donors to the Jewish Soup Kitchen 
was held on Monday at the institution, Butler Street, Spitalfields. © Sir CHARLES 
HENRY, M.P.,, the President, was in the Chair. | 


In moving the adoption of the report (a summary of which appeared in last 
week's issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE) and the balance-sheet, the CHAIRMAN 
said that the community bad every reason to be gratified with the excellent work 
carried on by the Charity and the satisfactory condition of their financial state 
ment. He could not emphasise the fact too strongly that their poor coreligionists 
only came to the Kitchen asa last resource, and he was contident that the ecommunit\ 
were well aware of the necessity of such an institutionas the Jewish Soup Kitchen. 
He attributed the decrease in the demand upon the benefits of the Kitchen in the 
last season to the. somewhat improved condition of the labour market and the 
consequent decrease in poverty among their East End coreligionists. In addition 
to this pleasing state of affairs, the authorities at the Kitchen had been enabled to 
obtain provisions at very favourable prices. It was on account of these fortunate 
circumstances that their balance-sheet looked the healthy document it was. Con 
cerning the forthcoming winter, however, things did not look socheerful. for already 
the prices of provisions had been enhanced. Apart from this, be found himself inthe 
tuihappy position of reporting a falling off inthe amount of subscriptions as against 
that of the previous year. It looked as though they would find it necessary to issue 
anappeal, but after a lengthy consultation with the Treasnrer, a decision bad been 
arrived hardly justifying an extensive appeal to the community at this juncture. 
However, there was a large expenditure to be faced. Since they had met at a 
similar gathering last year, they had let the upper part of the premises to the 
Girls’ Club, and it would interest his hearers to know that since the Club had 
been in occupation there had been an increase in the membership. The oceu 
pancy of part of the building by the Club had enforced the necessity upon the 
Kitchen to make ssmewhat extensive, but wholly essential structural alterations, 
to effect which, @ sum of some £500 would be required. They had no 
funds in hand for that purpose, and he took that opportunity of appealing to 
their well-wishers for that material support that would enable them. to carry out 
the contemplated alterations. Sir Charles then procceded to refer to the loss sus 
tained by the Charity in the past year, through the deaths of some of their most 
energetic aud earnest workers, notably thelate Chief Rabbi and Mr. B. Birnbaum. 
Thev had desired to show their appreciation of Mr. Birnbaum’s services by pre- 
senting him witha photograph of himself. But that had not been completed before 
the demise of their late Treasurer. The photograph, it was hoped, would 
be ready shortly, and it would be their mournful duty to present it to Mrs. Birn 
baum. By the deaths of the Revs. M. Hast and R. Harris. the Charity had also 
suttered a great loss. In conclusion, he appealed to the community to continue 
to support their new Treasurer, Mr. Gustave Tuck. as they had done their late 
Treasurer, Mr. Birnbaum. 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, in seconding the motion for the adoption of the report 
and hbalance-sheet, associated himself with the remarks of the Chairman ii the 
tribute to his predecessor. He trusted that the extra appeal for the £500 would 
meet with the success it deserved, and referred to the economical manner in which 
the work of the Kitchen was carried on. 

The motion was carried. 

the motion of the PRESIDENT seconded by Mr, GUSTAVE TUeK thanks 
were accorded Messrs. Piza Barnett, Morris Harris, and E. S Pool for the work 
they performed in the capacity of Auditors. 

Mr. HARRIS acknowledged the compliment.

(1 rotl — pounds) costs 1054; cheapest bread, Kosher beef costs 48. 24d. 
a rotl, while trifa beef is almost cheaper by half, 23. 7d. a rotl, thus showing the 
same tendency here as pretty well everywhere all over the world. For best 
mutton you must pay 3s. 1d. per rot], you can, however, get the cheapest kind 
for 23. 9d. As for groceries. best lump sugar costs usually 1s. 5d. a rotl, while 
cheapest granulated may be obtained for so little as lld. The average price of 
coffee is 5s. ld. per rotl —eotfee is rather dear. But rice and tlour are cheap: the 
former averages Ils. 3d. a rotl, the latter ls. xd. What about daily wages? In 
Jerusalem it would appear that unskilled labourers may earn from Is. to ls.

THE CENTRAL OFFICE. 


The headquarters of the Zionist organisation have now been removed to 
Berlin, and are located at 8, Siichsische Strasse. The offices occupy an extensive 
suite of rooms on the first floor, in which are situated the various departments of 
the administration. The editorial and business offices of Die Welt are also 
housed in adjoining rooms. The offices of the Zionist Federation of Germany, 
and of the -/iidische Rundschau, are likewise located on the same floor. 


MEETINGS OF THE INNER ACTIONS COMMITTEE, 


The Inner Actions Committee, immediately after the transference of the 
offices, devoted themselves, in a number of sittings, to a preliminary consideration 
of various questions that will be placed on the agenda of the first meeting of the 
Greater Actions Committee, which is to be held on November 5th. 

The political situation was the subject of a special conferences of the Inner 
Actions Committee, on Wednesday, the 11th inst., to which the members of the 
Greater Actions Committee were also invited. Of the Inner Actions Committee 
Professor Warburg, Herr Sokolow, Dr. Hantke, and Dr. Lewin were present, 
whilst the Greater Actions Committee were represented by Herr Jean Fischer, 
Dr. Klee. Herr Motzkin, and Herr Julius Simon. Dr. Jacob Thon, of the Pales.- 
tine Office in Jatfa, also took part in the meeting, and the proceedings relating 
particularly to Palestinian questions were likewise attended by a few other gentle. 
men with special knowledge of the local conditions. 


ZIONISTS FINED IN RUSSIA.

RESOLUTIONS OF THE TENTH ZIONIST CONGRESS. 

We have been asked to publish the following official list of certain resolutions 
adopted at the Tenth Zionist Congress :-— 

Tre EMpraivrion The Tenth Zionist Congress declares that the 
attempts hitherto nrade to regulate Jewish emigration are inadequate by far, and are 
uniform. It appeals primarily to the Jewish people and to the organisations that engage 
in this work to inaugurate a uniform system of organisation upon a large scale in 
consonance with the seriousness of the question. The Congress particularly calls upon 
Zionists and Zionist bodies : 

(7) to co-operate earnestly in this important present-day work and in the preserva 

tion of the emigrant element for national Judaism ; 

ih) to promote emigration to the near Kast, particularly to Palestine and Syria 

Zionism adheres to its standpoint that the solution of the Jewish question is con 
tuined only in the territorial concentration in Palestine. It is to thrs task that it must 
devote itself in the first place. In view of the ever-increasing need of Jewish emigration, 
Zionism supports all endeavours for a general organisation and democratisation of thi

emigrant aid agencies. It maintains the view that there are a number of fruitful sug 
vestions and important principles in the sphere of emigration which can only be furthered 
by an exchange of opinions and a co-ordination of the most varied elements. ‘Thi 
Zionist Congress therefore gladly welcomes the idea of the Emigration Congress ani 
exhorts all elements in Jewry to take part in the Congress. 

The Zionist Congress requests the future Actions Committee, in case an Emigration 

Congress should take place which provides the assurance that great organisations, 
Jewish communities, etc., will take part in it, to be at any rate represented there in the 
name of the Zionist Organisation. Our programme there should be: 
The general organisation and regulation of Jewish emigration; (4) concentra 
tion, not dispersion; («) investigation of all opportunities of employment in the 
Orient, and the diversion as much as possible of the stream of emigration to thi 
Orient. 

Women Ztontsts.—The Congress regards the co-ordination of the Women - 
Zionist Societies and the creation of an ofheial centre for women’s work in Zionism 
urgently desirable. 

THE PROMOTION OF JEWISH NATIONAL CULTURE. The Commission appointed |) 
(Congress, comprising representatives of all groups and Federations, declares :-- 

‘The various tendencies and sections in the Congress agree in the conviction that 
our cultural and educational work is intimately connected with the Hebrew language 
and with all the cultural treasures which our people has accumulated for centuries. 

Preceeding from this conviction, the Commission has the honour to submit the 
following motions to the Congress for adoption :— 

1, The Tenth Zionist Congress requests the Inner Actions Committee to organise 
and centralise the cultural work in Palestine and in the Kast. 

} 2. The ‘Tenth Zionist Congress expresses its wish that nothing may be undertaken 
contrary to the Jewish religion in any of the institutions for cultural work created by the 
Zionist Organisation. 

3. The Congress declares the cultural work in the lands of the Diaspora to be an 
autonomous affair of the various Federations, but imposes the duty upon every Zionist 
and upon all Federations to do their utmost for the turtherance and dissemination of 
Jewish national culture in all spheres of Jewish activity and national life. 

PRACTICAL DEVELOPMENTS IN PALESTINE :— | 

1. The Congress expects from the Jewish National Fund that it will continue to 
support the efforts connected with the purchase of land aiming at the improvement 0! 
agriculture in Palestine, and that it will particularly encourage undertakings which have 
aus their object the training of women for farming. 

2. The Congress makes it incumbent upon the Executive to do its utmost to pro- 
vide the Palestine Land Development Company with the money still needed to make up 
its statatory capital of £50,000. [ce declares it to be the duty of every individual Zionist 
to co-operate in the raising of this money to the best of his ability. — ; 

3. The Congress expresses its wish that a large sum be placed at the disposal of 
the Anglo-Palestine Company, which, by granting long-term credits upon a financially 
secure basis, should render possible the settlement of classes suitable for agriculture who 
have either restricted means or none at all. 

4. The Congress calls attention to the eminent importance of the Olive Tree Fund 
for the furtherance of the work of colonisation and the creation of fresh opportunities 
of employment in Palestine, and considers it the duty of every Zionist constantly to 
make the most zealous propaganda for this useful institution created by. the 
organisation. 

The Congress also considers it necessary that the requisite resources should be 
raised for the Bezalel, so that it can fulfil its task of disseminating industrial arts in 
towns and coionies at a speedier rate in proportion to its capacities of internal develop- 
ment. 

5.—The Congress refers the following resolutions to the Executive for consideration 
and investigation and for the eventual carrying out of the proposals contained therein :—
